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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, filed 1/17/2007, with respect to the rejection(s) of claim(s) 
1-10 under 102(b) and 102(e), regarding the amended claim language, have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn. 
However, upon further consideration, a new ground(s) of rejection is made in view of 
James and Toya. 

2. Claims 7-10 are cancelled. 

Drawings 

3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to show a 
bush which is configured to house a plug of any commercially available headphone as 
described in the specification. Any structural detail that is essential for a proper 
understanding of the disclosed invention should be shown in the drawing. MPEP § 
608.02(d). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required 
In reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The drawings are 
also objected to because of the handwritten text (Fig. 1 , Figure 2, the identifiers for 
elements 1,2,4 and 5. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of 
the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure 
Is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be 
labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must 
be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures 
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must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the 
several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be 
necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet 
submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as 
either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If the 
changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of 
any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of canying out his invention. 

5. Claims 5 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. Claim 5 recites "wherein the housing has a 
label clip on its outer side". The specification discloses on page 9, lines 27 that the 
receive section can also be clipped to an amplifier, deaf-aid amplifier, or a mobile 
telephone receive or other receivers and that is possible for the clip on module to be 
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provided with a cable and amplifier (page 9, line 27-page 10, line 2). The specification 
fails to disclose the claim language as newly recited. 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claims 5 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
Indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Claims 5 and 6 recite "a label clip". The 
specification fails to provide a description of what is meant by "label clip". The examiner 
is not clear as to what is being claimed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which fomis the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

9. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
James (US 6,671 ,494) in view of Toya (US 4,363,935). 

Regarding claim 1 , James discloses wireless headphones comprising: 
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a receive section for receiving sound signal data transmitted in wireless manner, 
wherein during operation the receive section is attached to the headphone such that the 
receive section is carried on the headphone (Figure 1 ; column 5, lines 30-49). 

James fails to disclose that the receiver is detachable. 

Toya discloses a detachable transmitter/receiver (4, Figure 1; column 2. lines 58- 
62; column 1, lines 55-59). 

It would have been obvious to modify James by making the receiver detachable 
in order to enable the user to have more flexibility when using the headphones. 

Regarding claim 2, James as modified by Toya discloses a receive section 
configured to house a plug of a headphone (column 3, lines 10-26). 

Regarding claim 3, the examiner takes official notice that it is known to have a 
jack that is capable of receiving a variety of commercially available headphones. It 
would have been obvious to modify James as modified by Toya to have the jack be 
accommodating to other commercially available headphones so that the receiver can be 
used with various headphones providing variety to the user. 

Regarding claim 4, James as modified by Toya discloses wherein the receive 
section comprises a battery which is accommodated together with the receive 
electronics in a housing (Toya, Figure 1)
